“Through The Pages Of History” 


A Brief History of Pinckneyville Mardi Gras 


Trying to figure out why 1997 is des- 
ignated as an anniversary year is as confus- 
ing as determining if the next century starts 
on New Year’s Day of the year 2000 or 
2001! In 1997, Pinckneyville will hold its 
76th parade and crown its 72nd Mardi Gras 
Queen. The 1997 event is the 75th anniver- 
sary of the first Mardi Gras celebration held 
in 1922. The reason why the celebration is 
called Mardi Gras is still a mystery. The 
extent to which the community holds with 
tradition is very clear. 

The Pinckneyville Businessmen’s 
Association, with J.C. Neising as president 
planned the first event which was held 
around the square in 1922. During the war 
years of 1943 and 1944 the event was limit- 
ed to a small parade of masked marchers. 
The reason the number of Queens does not 
correspond to the number of parades is 
because in 1922, 1923 and 1924 there was 
no Queen. In 1935 two Queens, Wilma 
Bartle and Virginia McElroy, reigned due to 
atie. During the war years of 1943 & 1944, 
no Queen was crowned. 

In 1925 the  Businessmen’s 
Associated decided the community event 
should have a Queen. The first Queen, 
Hulda Schroeder was selected by blindfold- 
ing Mr. Neising and having him drop a hand- 
kerchief behind one of the candidates. Soon 
the selection process changed by having 
candidates sponsored or “put up” by various 
clubs, civic organizations, lodges and high 
school classes. The candidates would sell 
votes for 5 cents each in the early years

(1997 price is $1). The candidate who col- 
lects the most money is crowned Queen of 
the Mardi Gras. Over the years the money 
collected has been used to _ purchase 
Christmas lights, band uniforms, land for 
industrial development and welcome signs 
for the highways. In 1984, a Mardi Gras 
Queen Scholarship was established under 
the Woman’s Club leadership of Betty 
Bender Mucha, 1957 Mardi Gras Queen and 
Mardi Gras Queen Coordinator for over a 
dozen years. 


In earlier years the Queen was 
crowned at a coronation ceremony and 
dance immediately following the parade. 
For years highway 127 on the north side of 
the square was blocked off and a platform 
was erected between McDaniel’s furniture 
store and the Hirsh Opera House at 4 p.m. on 
the day of the parade. The opera House was 
the location of the dance for many years. 
Prizes for the best costumes and floats were 
also awarded. In recent years, the Queen 
coronation is held prior to the parade to 
allow the Queen to reign over the festivities. 


The attire of the Queen and her court has its 


own tradition. In 1997 the Cape worn by an 
unknown number of past Queens will be 
retired, with a new replication to be worn by 
future Queens. The dresses worn by this 


year’s Queen and court will no doubt be 


modern and beautiful, but they will also 
remind some of the older generation of the 
early years when all of the maids and queen 
wore white. The fabric used for the dresses 
over the years has reflected the economic 
changes that the community has faced. In 
good times the dresses are made from fine 
fabrics and are suitable as evening gowns. 
In earlier years they were made from 10 cent 
a yard scrim, organdy or flannelette. In one 
particularly tight year, the Queen’s dress 
was made from an old lace curtain. 

Family involvement in Mardi Gras is 
also a tradition. Many families have had 
members involved in the Queen’s court over 
several generations. The known relation- 
ship between Queens in immediate families 
are following:

1953 Marked the first Mardi Gras 
visit of the town’s namesake, Revolutionors 
War patriot’ Col. Charles Cotesworth 
Pinckney. The true identity fo the masked 
quest of honor is a well kept secret. 

In recent years, the Pinckneyville 
Chamber of Commerce has been coordinat- 
ing the Mardi Gras festivities including the 
Queen contest. Former beauty Queen, 
Londa Campbell, has added modern touch- 
es, such as the now annnual GALA, to the 
traditional activities Roger Brand has 
assumed the role of float and coronation 
designer and builder. For many years, float 
designing and building was directed by 


Roger and Rosalee Thomas. 
The Pinckneyville Women’s Club is, 
without a doubt, the community organiza- 
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tion most responsible for maintaining the 
tradition of the Mardi Gras Queen and coro- 
nation over these many years. Cora Sams 
has to be the woman most remembered by 
past. Mardi Gras Queens, candidates and 
court members over the years. As a leader in 
the Chamber of Commerce and the Women’s 
Club, she coordinated the efforts of count- 
less numbers of volunteers to maintain the 
tradition of Mardi Gras and to help 
Pinckneyville maintain its sense of history 
and community. It is to her memory that this 
1997, 75th anniversary celebration is dedi- 
cated.
